Armstrong Mill West Small Area Plan

Implementation Underway

One of the top priorities of the 8th District Council
Office is implementation of the Armstrong Mill West
Small Area Plan (AMWSAP).

A neighborhood vision for district improvements, the
small area plan details what our community highlighted as
most important to residents. Among those are increasing
public safety presence, redesigning Armstrong Mill Road
to be more bicycle and pedestrian friendly, and enhancing
connectivity so that our community’s assets are more
accessible by all.

Here is an update on the implementation progress:
e Armstrong Mill Rd., from Tates Creek Rd. to Greentree Rd. was paved in October 2015.

e  The intersection at Armstrong Mill Rd. and Greentree Rd. was restriped, adding a left turn lane
making it easier for motorists to access Armstrong Mill Rd.

e  The intersection at Armstrong Mill Rd. and Appian Way has new crosswalks and rebuilt ramps that
are compliant with the American with Disabilities Act.

e The traffic light installation at River Park Dr. and Armstrong Mill Rd. has proven to be a welcomed
traffic calming measure by area residents.

e  Street trees were planted on Milano Dr. leading up to the Tates Creek campuses to create a more
pedestrian friendly environment.

e The Lexington Division of Planning has received the Notice to Proceed from the KY Transporta-
tion Cabinet Office of Local Programs for the construction of the Gainesway Shared Use Trail. The
bidding process opened December 2|st. Work is tentatively scheduled to begin in Spring 2016.

Paving Season 2015

The 8th Council District was allotted $769,547.33 out of the current budget for road paving. Guided by the Lexing-
ton Division of Streets and Roads, ATS Construction paved the following roads in October 2015: Armstrong Mill Rd.
(from Tates Creek Rd. to Greentree Rd.), EImhurst Ct., Maddenhurst Ct., Coldstream Ct., Maywood Park, Tanforan
Ct., Waterford Park, Post Oak Ct., Post Oak Rd., Caddo Lake Ct., Mirror Lake Dr., Sol Ct., Colt Ct., Valwood Ct,,
Woodsprings Ct., Woodsprings Dr., Abbeywood Place, and Ridgeland Ct.

Lexington Division of Police Adds New Officers

The Lexington Division of Police graduated 31 officers in December 2015. There are currently 50 recruits in the
Police Training Academy tentatively scheduled to graduate in Spring 2016. The increase in public safety personnel
will allow for more patrol in our neighborhoods and city parks.

Making Connections: Partners for Youth

Partners for Youth (PFY), a Lexington based 501(c)(3) non-profit, works to empower the community to support the
most vulnerable youth in Lexington. The AMWSAP recommends seeking “after-school and summer activities that en-
gage and interest preteens and teens.” As such, PFY, the 8th District Council Office and several community leaders in
the Tates Creek area have been meeting since May 2015 to identify and connect neighborhood resources for the
youth and their families.
